He was horn In London, Eng¬ 
land, In 18SI The deceaaed received 
hi* early education at University c ol¬ 
lege. lx>ndon, and subsequently en¬ 
tered Christ (?hurch college. Cam¬ 
bridge. where he graduated with hon¬ 
ors. He was ordained far the minis¬ 
try and became curate of Holy Trin¬ 
ity church. Islington ta suburb of 
London). In 1445 he « am. to Canada 
and for som* tlm- faMIlM t»». intlgg 
of head master of Reimuth Boys’ col¬ 
lege. London. Ont. His gifts were soon 
recognised and preferment quickly fol¬ 
lowed. Step by step he rose, and in 
1872 the Bishop of Huron mad* him 
his chaplain. During the absence of 
the bishop he acted as administrator, 
ttn thr death of" Bishop I t i th im e ~ 1 te- 
waa elected to succeed him as third 
Idshop of Toronto. ‘Honors now fell 
thick upon him and In 1881 he at¬ 
tended the Ixambeth conforence and 
ihe Wlani{eg Union * Jpfefewca *n 
1847. In January. 1847, he was eleoiad 
president of the Provincial House of 
Bishops. Metropolitan of the Province 
and Arshblshop of Toronto; and on 
the same date by the General House 
of Bishops, Primate of all Canada. 

The life of the late Archbishop 
Hweatman Is a monument in Itself to a 
man who had lived up to the purest 
and highest Ideals of human existence.
